car park in Kingswinford. 

But Miss Griffiths, of Halesowen, has 
received an apology from the garage and a 
promise of her money back. A bouquet of 
flowers has also been dispatched. 

Tim Barnes, retail operator for T Wall 


Garages in Pensnett, said the mechanic in 
question no longer worked for the firm. 

He said: “I am ashamed and disap¬ 
pointed that this happened. 

“It’s a fair cop and we would have disci¬ 
plined the technician if he had still been 
with us - but he has left our employment. 

Harassed 

“I have written a letter of apology to the 
customer and we will refund their costs. 

“I am also sending her a bouquet of 
flowers and have created a £100 credit for 
her to spend at T Wall.” 

Miss Griffiths, aged 31, of Beecher 
Street, Colley Gate, finally paid £198 two 


weeks ago because she was upset at being 
“harassed” by debt collectors. 

Miss Griffiths, an accounts assistant 
and mother of a three-year-old son, Oliver, 
took her Ford Focus to T Wall Garages for 
repairs on May 24 and she collected it at 
5pm that day. 

But, in July, she discovered a debt collec¬ 
tion agency was chasing her at her old 
address for payment of a parking ticket 
that had been issued at 4.20pm on May 24 
on the car park at the Arizona Crossing 
pub. 

“I was appalled that my vehicle had been 
taken out and left on a public house car 
park,” said Miss Griffiths.

Nuisance parkers clogging up residential 
streets across Dudley borough will face heavy 
enforcement fines under new plans to intro¬ 
duce parking permits. 

Residents say they are “fed up” of struggling to 
find a space outside their own home and have 
started a petition calling on Dudley Council to take 


action. 

Borough transport chiefs 
have revealed they are 
looking into introducing 
permits in town centres and 
around busy spots such as 
hospitals and schools to 
help stop workers and shop¬ 
pers exploiting free parking 
areas. 

Ward councillor for 
Kingswinford, Denise 
Harley said the majority of 
calls she received were from 
angry residents complain¬ 
ing about parking. 

“People that work in the 
High Street park along the 
side streets all day, as well 
as shoppers who don’t want 
to pay 40p to park in a car 
park,” she said. 

“There’s nowhere for resi¬ 
dents to park. 

They are now getting 
together a petition as they 
are fed up of this going on. 
It’s a real problem.” 

Council cabinet member 
for transport Councillor 
Patrick Harley said previ¬ 
ous quotes would have seen 
residents forced to pay hun¬ 
dreds of pounds to park 
outside their own home, but 
said he was now hoping to 
copy the system used by 
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Birmingham City Council, 
where each house can buy a 
£15 permit plus a £30 
permit for each additional 
car. 

“We need to work out how 
they do it so cheaply. It may 
be that enforcement fines 
for motorists parking 
without a permit helps to 
subsidise it,” he said. 

“If we have to subsidise it 
ourselves it just won’t be 
possible, but if it is feasible 
then we should certainly 
look at trialling it.” 

He said the trial would 
most likely be in Kingswin¬ 
ford, in roads including 
Broad Street, Park Street 
and Summer Street which 
lead off from the High 
Street and often become 
blocked with parked cars. 

If successful, it would be 
rolled out to other areas 
such as Russells Hall, 
where residents are in the 
midst of a long-running 
battle to rid the side streets 
around the hospital of staff 
and patients who can’t find 
a space in the car park. 


Top Church 
under threat 
of closing 

Seven churches in Dudley are facing 
closure as current fundraising efforts are 
“not enough” to keep them running. 

The Diocese of Worcester challenged 
communities to step up to the plate if they 
want to keep the buildings - including the 
landmark Top Church - open in the face of 
shrinking congregations and £1.12 million 
of urgent repair work. 

Andrew Mottram, the diocese’s heritage 
buildings officer, helped organise a public 
consultation which ended last week. 

“All seven church communities in the 
Dudley Group are already committed to 
increasing use of the buildings and are 
doing significant fundraising themselves,” 
he said. 

“However, all these efforts are not 
enough to meet the financial cost of keeping 
the church buildings open and their min¬ 
istry running.” 

The churches are: St Thomas & St Luke 
(Top Church) and nearby St Edmunds 
Church, St Francis Church in Poplar Cres¬ 
cent, St Barnabas in Middlepark Road, St 
James the Great in Eve Hill, St Augustine 
of Hippo in Stourbridge Road, and St John’s 
in Kates Hill. 

Driver, 19, took 
mother’s car 

A man has been banned from driving 
after he took his mother’s car without her 
consent, a court heard. 

Hassan Ali only had a provisional licence 
and was not insured to drive her Honda 
Jazz when he was seen by police. 

The 19-year-old computer software engi¬ 
neer was also found with cannabis in the 
car when officers caught him in Long Lane, 
Halesowen, on November 8. 

Ali, of Springfield Road, Halesowen, 
pleaded guilty to the driving charges and to 
possession of a class B drug at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court last week. 

He was banned from driving for 18 
months and fined £200. 

Ali was also fined £400 for having no 
insurance, £100 for no licence and £100 for 
possessing cannabis with £85 court costs.

A safety scheme has been launched in 
Halesowen this week to help older people 
feel safe and secure in the community. 

The living well, feeling safe scheme pro¬ 
vides practical safety, security and wellbe¬ 
ing advice for older people.

Free 
assessments will be offered where advice is 
provided on home safety and security. 

A drop-in service will also be available at 
Short Cross Methodist Church, Attwood 
Street, until Friday, starting at 9.30am 
until 3pm. Home safety and security equip¬ 
ment can be fitted and home and personal 
alarms will be offered. The service can be

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A graffiti vandal has been 
banned from carrying spray 
cans and marker pens around 
the streets of Halesowen and 
faces detention if he does not 
comply. 

Creagan Piesley, aged 18, 
carried out a “spree of criminal 
damage”, Dudley Magistrates 
Court heard. 

He was handed a two-year criminal 
anti-social behaviour order, known as 
a crasbo, by District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson. 

“You have reached a decisive point 
in your life where you can either grow 
up and respect people’s property or go 
to prison,” the judge said. 

The court heard last week how 
Piesley, of King Street, Halesowen, 
stole spray paint cans from Wilkin¬ 
sons in the town centre before target¬ 
ing the wall of a Dudley 
Council-owned property. 

District Judge Wilkinson said: “This 
Crasbo is necessary to protect the 
public from further harm from you. 

It does harm to private property and 


it can be an upsetting situation to find 
graffiti on your property and to have to 
pay for it to be cleaned. 

“If it is on public property it is the 
local taxpayer footing the bill. 

“I know you think of yourself as 
some sort of urban artist but it’s time 
you started respecting people’s prop¬ 
erty which you have no right to touch.” 

He added that if police caught 
Piesley with any spray cans or marker 
pens around the town in the next two 
years, he will be brought back before 
the courts for a greater punishment. 

Caught 

Piesley pleaded guilty to shoplifting 
and criminal damage. 

He will also serve a 12-month com¬ 
munity order concurrently for the two 
offences and a three-month curfew 
between 7pm and 5am. He will also 
pay £100 costs. 

Mr Barry Sealeaf, prosecuting, said 
Piesley had been caught on CCTV in 
the Wilkinsons store stealing six 
aerosol spray cans worth £30.10 with 
another male on July 13. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said his client was prepared to co¬ 
operate with his punishment.

More time 
to have say 
over cuts 

People in Dudley are being given 
more time to have their say on 
council plans to slash £12 million 
from its budget in the years 
running through to 2014. 

Council chiefs have begun drawing 
up plans to save £8m in 2012/2013 and 
£4m in 2013/2014 and want to hear 
views from locals in an online consul¬ 
tation via the authority’s website. The 
consultation had been due to come to 
an end earlier this month but bosses 
say they have given people more time 
to put forward their thoughts. 

So far around 60 comments have 
been made on the plans. 

Council leader, Councillor Les 
Jones, said: “Although we had initially 
put a finish date on the consultation, 
on consideration a few days after we 
launched it, we removed that date as 
we want to give people as long as pos¬ 
sible to have their say on the budget 
proposals. 

“Over the last month we have had 
around 60 comments made online and 
I hope more people will take the oppor¬ 
tunity to get involved and have their 
say in the budget making process 
before final decisions are taken next 
March.” 

Priorities 

Councillor Jones added: “It is very 
important to us that we understand 
what peoples’ priorities are and we 
want to hear residents’ views. Setting 
these budget proposals has been 
extremely difficult but we are confi¬ 
dent that we have identified savings 
which will maintain a high quality of 
service to borough residents.” 

This year, Dudley Council made £22 
million of cuts, axing more than 400 
staff posts. 

Proposals for next year so far include 
the introduction of new roadside 
parking charges in Dudley and Stour¬ 
bridge, where shoppers can currently 
park for free for up to two hours. 

The council also plans to increase 
bereavement service costs. Other cuts 
include axing the three town centre 
manager roles, saving £141,000, and 
cutting the grant to the Black Country 
Living Museum.

Expedition

and achieve what I have.” 

After moving from his former home 
in Oxfordshire, Ben joined the 17th 
Stourbridge Pedmore St Peter’s troop 
in September 2009. When he moved to 
the Explorer Scout Unit, he volun¬ 
teered to stay on with Pedmore Scout 
Group as a young leader. 

He gained his bronze Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh award last year and started on 
his silver award in January, complet¬ 
ing practice walks and a pre-expedi¬ 
tion hike. He was planning his 
expedition for September. 

After his condition worsened in 
June and he was diagnosed with 
osteochronditis, he thought he would 
be unable to complete the expeditions. 
But it has now been organised for him 
at a centre in the Forest of Dean. 

Explorer scout leader Mike Randle 
said: “Ben takes on challenges like he 
does everything else - with grit, deter¬ 
mination and a cheeky smile that 
hides any pain he is suffering.”

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D-Day veteran died 
wearing his poppy

A D-Day hero known to thou¬ 
sands of Black Country scouts 
who attended the camp he 
used to run died on Remem¬ 
brance Day - wearing a poppy 
nurses pinned to his hospital 
gown. 

The 90-year-old was suffer¬ 
ing from a chest infection. 

Claude Jukes — better known as 
Jim - who ran Kinver Scout 
Camp, near Stourbridge for 
several decades, was taken pris¬ 
oner of war after helping to defend 
the Pegasus bridge, which had 
been retaken from the Germans 
in the early hours of D-Day. 

He died at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

His family said that after he was 
taken into hospital he was determined 
to hold on to life long enough to see 
Remembrance Day. 

“One of our sons commented — he’s 
waiting for the right day to die,” said 
Mr Jukes’s widow, Sheila, aged 80, at 
their home in Foley Grove, Worn- 
bourne. 

Television 

“I stood in front of the television 
wearing the poppy on his cap, as he 
always did, during the two-minute 
silence on the 11th of the 11th - and 
the nurses made sure he had a poppy 
pinned to his gown for Armistice 
Sunday, when he died at about 7am.” 

Mr Jukes, a retired printer, who 
worked at companies in West 
Bromwich and Dudley, was warden at 
Kinver Scout Camp — a voluntary job 
— for more than 30 years and he also 
used to run a scout group in Dudley. 

He and Sheila met at a dance at 
Kinver British Legion and this year 
they celebrated their 51st wedding 
anniversary. 

“He didn’t really talk about his time 
in the D-Day landings, saying it was 
gone and we had to look to the future,

which for him was scouting,” said Mrs 
Jukes. 

“Since he died, I have had phone 
calls from people who attended his 
camps from as far away as Cornwall.” 

Mr Jukes’s two sons, Andrew and 
Tim, accompanied him several years 
ago to revisit Pegasus bridge which 
crossed the Caen Canal and was taken 
from the Germans soon after the land¬ 
ings in 1944. 

“My father was a marine commando 
and was among the first to land on 
Sword beach,” said Andrew. 

“His landing craft was hit by rocket 
fire and he had to jump off and swim 
to the beach. 

“The mission was to relieve the 
paratroop men at Pegasus bridge and 
he showed us the bullet holes he had 
dodged.” Hero - Jim Jukes the soldier

Around £3 million will be spent by 
Dudley Council next year to cover 
the cost of workers leaving through 
redundancy.

He said: “The existing three- 
year budget strategy allows for £3m 
of redundancy costs for 2012/13.”

Attacks on hospital 
staff are on the rise

The number of staff attacked 
while on duty at hospitals has 
increased by up to a third in some 
parts of the Midlands, new figures 
claim. 

There were 129 workers assaulted 
last year in Worcestershire compared 
with 90 in 2009/10 while in Dudley 
there were 63 cases reported in 
2010/11, up from 53. 

Meanwhile the number of assaults at 
hospitals in Sandwell has dropped from 157 
to 137. In Worcestershire, there were two 
incidents of intentional violence to staff 
resulting in police action. 

Verbal warnings, formal letters and even 
banning culprits from the site except for 
emergency treatment are among the other 
steps taken by the hospitals. 

Safety training is available for staff at 
Kidderminster, Redditch and Worcester. 

Associate medical director and accident 
and emergency consultant, Rose Johnson, 
said: “A&E staff in particular have to face 
many challenging situations during the 
course of their duties. 

Serious 

“Fortunately we see small numbers of 
serious physical assaults on staff, but those 
assaults have long-term consequences for 
the members of staff involved and staff 
often feel that they can no longer carry on 
working in this environment after the 
event. 

“The larger numbers of incidents of 
verbal abuse can feel very threatening to 
staff and make their difficult jobs even more 
challenging.” 

While in Dudley, CCTV is being used to 
try to catch culprits and a 24-hour manned 
security service is available to support staff. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“The Dudley Group takes a zero tolerance 
approach to violence and aggression and we 
support staff to report any incidents that 
occur.” 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust spokeswoman Helen Eden 
said out of the 137 assaults on staff, 61 
involved medical factors while 76 were 
deliberate.

A care boss stole more than 
£1,000 from her employer while 
taking home a salary of £53,000. 

Paula Goodyear defrauded Wolver¬ 
hampton-based CM Community Care 
Services of £1,144 while the company, 
which employed her since 1999, was 
experiencing financial difficulties. 

The 42-year-old from Dudley 
banked the money while employed as 
a senior care co-ordinator for the firm. 

CM Community Care helps people 
live independently in their own homes 
by offering services including personal 
care and assistance with cleaning, 
laundry and shopping. 

Wolverhampton Magistrates Court 
was told she 
asked the family 
of a elderly 
woman to write a 
cheque, which 
should have been 
payable to the 
firm, in her name 
during 2007. 

The cash was 
paid for 10 ses¬ 
sions of care and 
supervision. 
Goodyear, of Old 
Paula Goodyear Park Ro ad , also 
falsified paper¬ 
work to imply she had worked all 10 
shifts herself when she had actually 
only done four, the court was told. 

She pleaded guilty last week to one 
count of fraud by abuse of position and 
the case was adjourned until Thurs¬ 
day for a pre-sentence report. 

Chairman of the bench Ray Page 
told Goodyear she may face jail. 

Mr Roger Blezzard, prosecuting, 
said Goodyear had worked her way up 
in the company over eight years and 
had been in a position of trust at the 
time of the offence. “This is a fraud by 
a very senior person,” he said. 

Mrs Hahmita Patel, defending, said 
Goodyear, who has since resigned, had 
acted on “impulse” and was remorse¬ 
ful. She had suffered from ill health in 
the past and was anxious over the 
outcome of the court case.

A25-year-old man seriously injured after 
being stabbed in Dudley is a musician who 
has toured the world with his band.

Scores of messages of support have been 
put on Facebook.

Former Castle High School pupil Mr 
Turley, of Kates Hill, has been in the four- 
piece group since 2000. They recorded an 
album in 2004 with the producer of Ameri¬ 
can band Fall Out Boy. 

Sean Davies, 19, of Cromwell Street, 
Dudley, was charged with two counts of 
attempted murder, possession with intent 
to supply cannabis and possession of an 
offensive weapon. He appeared at Dudley 
magistrates last week and was remanded 
in custody. A second man, also 19, has been 
released on police bail.

Ian Austin MP for Dudley North, wants 
the plans to be debated in Parliament. 

He has applied for a debate so MPs from 
across the region can challenge the Govern¬ 
ment about the proposals.

Worried 

Last week he said: “People are under¬ 
standably furious about these proposals. If 
the plans go ahead the nearest police 
station will be at Brierley Hill - over five 
miles away for most residents. 

“Lots of the crimes that people are most 
worried about - burglaries, violent crime 
and anti-social behaviour, tend to happen 
in the evening. 

“So it’s all the more important that we 
have a police station that’s open round the 
clock and local officers that are available all 
day, every day. What we don’t want is 
people being deterred from reporting crime 
because the nearest police station is too far 
away. 

He said the region’s MPs needed to let the 
Government know how dangerous and 
unpopular these plans were. “It’s just unbe¬ 
lievable,” he said.

Fears raised on sale 
of council building 


dudleychrons@expressandstar.co.uk 
The sell-off of a landmark Black 
Country building has been criticised 
and fears raised about its future. 

Sandwell Council is selling off the 
Municipal Building in Cradley Heath. 

Located on the corner of Barrs Road and 
Halesowen Road, it was built in 1938 and 
has been used as offices for council staff 
since 1974. 

It is being sold as part of a drive to sell former 
council buildings to raise money. Residents now 
fear for the future of the site but the council has 
defended the sell-off, blaming the move on 
budget cuts. 

It says it needs to save £75 million by 2015. 

Cradley Heath and Old Hill Councillor Liz 
Bowler said she has been contacted by a number 
of residents concerned about the site, which is 
located on the corner of Barrs Road and Hale¬ 
sowen Road. 

She said the building features on the Rowley 
Regis Heritage Trail, which includes other 
places of local historical interest such as Haden 
Hill House and Park, Cradley Heath Library, 

Corngreaves Hall and St Giles Church in 
Rowley. 

Historical 

Councillor Bowler said: “I have had several 
residents contact me because there are rumours 
that the building is going to be demolished and 
the land redeveloped for housing. 

“I’ve contacted the council to ask if it were to 
be sold have any conditions been attached to any 
potential redevelopment of the building, which 
might possibly help to safeguard the structure 
as it stands, but unfortunately the council’s offi¬ 
cers don’t appear to have considered this as yet.” 

Councillor Bowler added: “I feel really pas¬ 
sionate about this, not only because I have lived 
opposite the building for so many years, but 
Sandwell Council seems to have a habit of 
neglecting our heritage.” 

However, the borough’s economy boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones said the authority had no choice 
other than to sell off the building. 

He said: “Because of the dramatic austerity 
cuts that this Government has imposed on the 
council, we are having to relocate our staff into 
centralised buildings. 

“The issue of retaining the municipal building 
is something that I have looked at carefully over Councillor Liz Bowler at Cradley Heath’s Municipal Building which 
the last few months.” j s has been put on the market

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Workers steal £45k 
from council coffers

More than £45,000 of taxpay¬ 
ers’ cash has been stolen from 
council coffers in Dudley by 
unscrupulous employees pock¬ 
eting extra money, it has 
emerged. In the past four years, 
a total of £45,050 has been lost. 

It has gone through fraud, theft or 
corruption by people working for, or 
contracted by, the council. A hotline 
has now been set up for honest 
employees to shop their corrupt col¬ 
leagues after the number of cases 
doubled between 2007 and last year. 

Finance chief Councillor David Blood 
said it makes it easier for residents and 
council staff to report suspicions. 

“Unfortunately, we know that fraud is 
going on, and we take a very dim view of 
it,” said Mr Blood. 

“A full investigation will be launched, 
and if we find that fraud has been 
carried out we will prosecute where we 
think it is necessary. Dudley Council has 
a zero tolerance against fraud.” 

Corruption 

Frauds reported to the council include 
fraudulent use of money, such as people 
getting cash they are not entitled to, 
including payments for contracts, sup¬ 
plies or grants. It can also include the 
stealing or misusing of council resourc¬ 
es, such as stores, equipment, vehicles or 
buildings belonging to the authority. 

Figures obtained by the Chronicle’s 
sister paper, the Express & Star under 
the Freedom of Information Act reveal 
that in 2007, 15 cases of fraud, theft or 
corruption were reported to the council, 
with £7,850 going missing from council 
funds in the form of cash or items stolen. 

In 2010, this had increased to 30 
cases, costing the council a massive 
£21,000. This was up from £6,950 stolen 
in 2009 and £5,250 stolen in 2008. And 
between January and October this year, 
15 cases were reported, costing the 
council a reported £3,500. 

Five of those reports were received 
within the first month of the hotline’s 
launch in September. 


Sporting legend Bert Williams 
finally got round to signing a football 
for Sandwell school children last 
week - 60 years after the school first 
received it.

“Having 
Bert’s signature on this ball is going 
to mean there is a lot of interest in it,” 
said school office manager Sylvia 
Downing. 

Two pupils, Sam Downing, from 
Cradley Heath, and Joel Cook, from 
Rowley Regis, both aged eight, went 
to Bert’s house in Shifnal to get Bert’s 
autograph. 

Bert said: “I don’t remember the 
ball, but I was delighted to sign it.”

More than 150 workers at Dudley 
Council are to move to another office 
as part of a scheme to save cash and 
make better use of space. Staff in the 
human resources section of the local 
authority are to move to Regent House 
in King Street. 

It is part of a project being carried 
out by Dudley Council which will see 
more than a third of council buildings 
which have been deemed unfit for 
purpose put on the market. 

The move is to happen over the next 
three years under plans unveiled by 
council bosses earlier this year. 

It is due to save an estimated 
£500,000 a year in running costs. 


Regent House was until earlier this 
year used by the Future Skills Service. 

However, the council lost its con¬ 
tract to run the service to provide 
employment and skills training to the 
private sector earlier this year. 

Councillor Les Jones, leader of the 
council, said: “The project to move 
human resources to Regent House is 
part of a three-year project designed to 
make better use of the space used by 
the council in Dudley, and make finan¬ 
cial savings at the same time. 

“By changing the way we work the 
156 staff moving in HR will occupy 
less space and therefore associated 
costs will be less.” 


Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet 
member for human resources, said: 
“The aim of the move is to centralise 
them into one location which will 
create a more efficient way of working.” 

In total 24 of the council’s offices and 
11 customer reception buildings will 
be earmarked for sale but council 
chiefs are yet to announce which ones 
will go. However the Council House in 
Ednam Road, along with the buildings 
in St James Road and Parsons Street, 
will not be among them. 

Borough bosses have been working 
on establishing in-dependent valua¬ 
tions of the sites before carrying out 
work on their possible future uses.

The boa’s rainbow colours 
are caused by the refraction 
of light as her scales act like 
mini-prisms, due to micro¬ 
scopic ridges, unseen to the 
naked eye. 

Columbia is very much in 
demand for the zoo’s Crea¬ 
ture Features, which are 
informative educational 
talks with live animal 
demonstrations. 

Presenter Langan Turner 
said: “Columbia is a tree 
snake really, but she adores 
water and spends a lot of 
time in the bath, as she 
loves the humidity and it is 
good for her skin. 

“When we get her out of 
her vivarium we have to 
take a towel to dry her 
before she meets the public, 
as inevitably she has been 
having a long soak and is 
dripping wet. 

“Columbia has a nice 
steady temperament so we 
use her for educational 
events, such as school-based 
talks and Creature Fea¬ 
tures in the community.”
